A new order concerning political, technical* military, and physic, 
training for the Russian Sector Berlin police was issued by Poll 
President Waldemar Schmidt on 8 August 1950, The previous direc- 
tives governing police training are hereby amended to enable all 
police officers to participate * The varying structure and 
different tasks of the individual sections of the police make it 
impossible to institute unified training* Thus in order to 
guarantee maximum efficiency in the performance of duty ana, at 
the same time, to provide training for all police members, the 
following directive becomes effective 15 August 1950* 

The training time for all police officers will amount to 
24 hours to be given ever a period of four weeks and is 
allocated as follows; 

8 hours Political Training 
8 hours Technical Training 
4 hours Physical Training 
2 -hours Weapons and Firing Exercises 
2 hours Marching

In accordance with this directive* a 11 branch chiefs of the 
Uniformed Constabulary and: Motor Transport Control Sections, 
including P/X chef and office force, are subject to military 
training which is given in: the police school on Mondays* Tuesdays, 
and Wednesdays from 0800 to 1200 hours « All policemen* up to thy 

grade of Hauptwachtmeister I of each section are to receive platocjfi 
leader training within the ! frame of compulsory police training 
beginning 4 September 1950 j*
